The  general  is  led  to  make 
this  remark  tptmi  the  comluct  of  captain  Diul- 
ley’s  Company,  as  he  has  understood  that  that 
gallant  officer  was  obliged  to  use  his  espon 
toon  .against  hi<  nH*n  to  oblige  them  to  desist 
from  further  pursuit  of  the  enemy,  in  compli- 
ance witli  an  order  from  the  general.  Such 
temerity,  although  not  so  disgraceful,  is 
scarcely  less  fatal  than  cowardice  ; and  in  the 
instance  above  recited,  had  it  been  persisted 
in,  would  have  given  a different  result  to  the 
action,  as  the  wliole  of  the  enemy's  firce, 
whicli  were  placed  near  the  batteries,  would 
have  been  precipitated  upon  the  rear  of  our 
detachment.

BIOGHAVnY. 

Ft'itfn  n Trench  paper  of  the  March. 
fliogrunhical  notice  of  .Mr.  .loel  Barlow,  Minis- 
ter Plenipotentiary  cf  the  United  States  of 
America,  near  the  French  tlovei-nmimt. 

Mr.  Bnriow  was  born  in  1755,  in  the  lowmof 
Pcadiiig,  in  the  slate  of  Connecticut.  He  re- 
ceived an  excellent  education,  ?nd  shewed  at 
i»n  early  age  a decided  preference  for  the  bel- 
les Icltrcs,  which  In*  lias  since  cultivated  with 
swrces.s  and  to  wliich  he  owes  a share  of  that 
glorv  wliUh  will  descend  with  bis  name  to 
posterity.  He  was  still  engaged  in  his  studies 
dt  the  period  of  the  rnptu  e bciueen  F.ngland 
and  her  colo  lies.  Young  Budow  jiosscssed  too 
much  elevation  of  soul  to  remain  an  ii'dilfereiil 
spectator  of  an  event  which  involved  tlie  dear- 
est interest  of  hts  country.  He  appeared  se- 
veral tiroes  as  a volunteer  in  the  field  of  honoiy 
ftnd  his  companions  in  arms,  among  whom 
wore  four  of  his  brothers,  did  justice  to  bis 
patriotic  zeal  and  intrepidity. 

In  1778,  be  took  the  degree  of  bachelor  of 
trts,  and  applied  himself  to  the  study  of  law,  in 


States.  On  his  n 'uru  to  his  native  country, 
he  was  occupied  n projects  nf  public  utditv, 
and  publishc<l  the  iasl  edition  of  the  Columhi- 
ad,  the  mojit  magnificient  sjK-cimen  of  typogra 
pliy  whicli  lias  ycl  issued  Ifuni  the  ArotTicaii 
press. 

Mr.  Barlcw  was  d ’Stined  to  revisit  Furo|>e 
6.  ! theie  to  finish  his  honorable  carter.  In 
i 11  tlie  present  President  of  llie  U.  States, 
Mr.  .Madison,  appointed  him  Munster  Pieni' 
potentiary  near  he  French  go\crnment.  Mo- 
tives o!  the  highest  imporlance  carried  him  to 
Wilna  list  October.  He  was  on  his  return 
from  that  town,  when  an  inflammation  ot  the 
Uings  car’ied  him  ofl  suddenly,  at  Zarnow, 
neai  Cracow.  His  loss  will  be  severely  tell  by 
h s fellow  citizens,  imd  bv  all  those  who  are 
capable  of  Hppieciat.ng  the  union  ot  genius 
and  vu’l'ie. 

As  a .statesman,  Afr.  Barlow  has  rendered 
essential  services  to  Ids  country  ; as  a man  of 
g mils  and  a Irleiul  of  humamtt , he  does  hon- 
or to  his  age  ; as  a man  of  deep  research,  be 
lias  left  works  wliicli  will  alwats  be  souglit 
after  by  t*ue  philo^opheis  ; as  a poet,  he  has 
sigialized  by  a great  work,  the  rising  litera- 
tuic  of  Ids  country:  his  glory  v.iil  exist  as 
lung  as  the  language  which  served  to  illustrate 
his  name. 

In  private  life  he  possessed  all  the  essential 
qualities  whicli  could  contribute  to  his  own 
linppine.ss  and  that  of  the  persons  hy  whom  he 
w as  surroumU'd.  Having  atudned  by  his  mer- 
it tlie  exercise  cf  high  offices,  he  was  free 
from  the  ridiculous  weakness  of  some  men, 
who  aflbcl  to  despise  literary  succt-ss,  without 
which  lliey  would  still  have  remained  m .m- 
pcnctrablc  obscurity.  He  spoke  of  his  works 
without  pride  and  without  false  modesty.  The 
strokes  of  his  wit  flowed  froquentlv , from  a 
sprightly  disposition.  His  judgment  was  al- 
ways correct  and  just.  Under  a grave  and 
perhaps  austere  exterior,  he  conce.aled  an  ar» 
Oenl  and  feel  ingmind  His  openness,  invited 
confidence.  Unshaken  in  his  attachments,  sin- 
cerely beloved  hy  all  those  whom  he  adndUetl 
to  his  society,  he  has  left  nnivcr.sal  regret  and 
it  would  be  utterly  impossible  to  descrilie  the 
grief  of  his  wife  and  family.  She  has  lost 
the  object  in  which  all  he»*  affections  centred. 
Tliere  arc  losses  for  which  no  earthly  consola- 
tion exists.  If  any  thing  c<mld  assuage  such 
piercing  sorrow.e,  it  would  be  thought,  that 
the  memor)  of  Mr.  Barlow  is  dear  to  all  good 
men,  ami  that  the  n mcmbrancc  of  his  virtues 
and  talents  will  never  perisli.

GREF.KR  IN  FLORIDA. 

In  Air.  Alacon  s speech,  diir.ng  the  late  session 
of  Congress,  wherein  be  spoke  of  the  British 
practice  of  naturalization,  there  was  an  al- 
lusion  to  the  Greeks  in  Florida,  which  we 
believe  was  understnotl  by  but  few  of  those 
who  heard  him,  and  fewer  still  of  those  who 
read  the  speech  The  following  extr.act 
from  “ Stoddard’s  sketches  of  l/iui'slana” 
will  shew  the  circumstance  to  which  lie 
probably  adverted. 

As  the  Floridas  have  often  changed  masters, 
some  variety  in  the  population  mav  be  expect- 
ed. Ulie  Spaniards  were  the  first  to  make  per- 
manent settlements  in  them.  I’he  peace  of 
I763piit  them  in  posse.ssion  of  Great  Britain, 
when  a number  of  English,  Scoth  and  Irish 
were  incorporated  with  the  ancient  inhabitants. 

I hey  also  received  an  accession  during  the 
American  revolution,  when  many  of  those  dis- 
affected  to  our  cause  obtained  refuge  in  'he 
Floridas ; and  the  proximity  of  our  settlements 
has  prompted  many  of  our  citizens  since  that 
period  to  become  Spanish  subjects.
